The people who attended divided into six small eroups to discuss and 
present informally their individual circumstances concernine the actual 
process, advantares, and disadvantaves of comine out as’a gay person, 

I found this experience of sharing personal feelines, thouchts, and 
actions concernine comine out quite scary and wonderfully therapeutic at 
the same time, To be able to share this experience in a small croup with 
others in various stares of the process was a grand opportunity. 

After a lenethy period of discussion with each group leader initiating 
questions, group representatives spoke to the seneral meetine about basic 
ideas and issues which surfaced in each r-roup discussion, 

It seems thait say people are in various stares of comines out at differ- 
ent times with different people. Some are out of the closet completely, 
while others are out partially with particular friends and/or family 
members. for some, realizine and recognizing his/her own honosexuality 
was a traumatic experience “%lonz with the additional challence of how to 
come out, 

Each eay person is strugelins and attemptine to come out in a way that 
is suitshle and appropriate for his/her particular circumstances.

GAY IMMIGRANTS 


A three-judee federal appeals court has unanimously ruled that an immi- 
grant may not be denied U. S. citizenship because of sexual preference, 
Further, that the determination of "mood moral character", required by immi~ 
gration laws, may not be based on whether one has violated a civen state's 
sodomy laws. Finally, the ruline stated that Concress did not intend to 
include private sexual conduct as a basis for determining "eood moral char- 
acter". The ruline was based upon the fact that, because some ‘states have 
no sodomy laws, a federal decision can not be based on a civen state's 
standards, If the U. S, Justice Department decides not to appeal the deci- 
sion, the ruling would in effect become national law, 











POLITICS and the FAMILY 


The so-called Family Protection Act is on the verce of being introduced 
into Coneress.. It contains practically all the ideas of the conservative 
movement, For example, all federal funds would be cut off from schools in 
a state that does not reintroduce prayer into its schools. One provision 
prohibits any “entity” that presents homosexuality as an acceptable life- 
style from receiving federal funds. The wordine, "entity", 1s so vaeue it 
could be interpreted to apply to individuals as well as eroups and orean- 
izations. Therefore, 4 «ay individual or a eay supporter could possibly be 
denied Social Security, welfare benefits, veteran's benefits, etc. The 
actual wording (and possible effect) of the bill is not yet firmly set, 
but is expected to be soon.
